ter two previous ' assaults, had been 
successfully repulsed by the Confeder- 
ates. 


It was the plan of this body of brave 


men to approach the works in a' zig- 
zag trench when a mine was exploded 
hut should make.a breach in the In- 
trenchments they were to rush in at 
Lhat point while, thej remainder of the 
rmy was keeping the rebels engaged at 
other points.
